Status of Claims 

2. Claims 1 9-20, 22, 24-25, 28-30, 32, and 34 are currently amended. Claims 1 - 
18,21 , and 31 are cancelled while claims 37-39 are newly added. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 9- 
20,22-30,32-39 are allowed. 

7. Regarding claim 1 9, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination thereof 
does not teach the limitations of, "a method for triggering a load element , the method 
comprising controlling a voltage on the load element with a maximum specified 
increase; recording, during a switching procedure, an effectively occurring power loss, 
wherein the effective increase is controlled dependently on the recorded power loss; 
and wherein the triggering is achieved such that during the phase of high power loss, 
the voltage is adapted with the maximum specified increase, and the increase at the 
beginning and the end of the switching procedure is lower than the maximum increase. " 

8. Claims 20,22-29, and 37-39 are also allowable for the same reasons in virtue of 
their direct or indirect dependencies from claim 19. 

9. Regarding claim 30, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination thereof 
does not teach the limitations of, "a switching arrangement for triggering a load 
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element, the switching arrangement comprising, inter alia, wherein, depending on the 
triggering signal and the switching condition on the control input, in the first phase, a 
first current value is fed in, in the second phase, a second current value is fed in, and in 
the third phase, a third current value is fed in, and the first current value and the third 
current value are lower than the second current value", in combination with the 
remaining limitations and functionalities of claim 30. 

1 0. Claims 32-36 are also allowable for the same reasons in virtue of their direct or 
indirect dependencies from claim 30.
